Although amber 
is 
not- a precious 


stone, 'or anything- of the sort,- it is 
nevertheless a jreclous material, one 
full of picturesque interest, and very 
beautiful to boot. 'Most of the amber 
of the world has been found thrown 
up on the shores of' the Baltic 
sea, 


and is supposed 'to be the resiflium of 
old ar.d huge forests of a period be- 
'fp're the civilization of the world be- 
gan. 
A little Is found in this country, 


a little1 'in England" a little in the far 
Orient; a little of-' -"it Is 
mined, and 


there the fossil trees, whose gum it 
was, are still In evidence in the strata 
with the .g'um exuding- from them; 
but the mos.t 
of the -world's 
amber 


comes from the Prussian coast. '"> 


•Originally -the appropriation of any 


pleoe of the timber found along the 
shore was punished with death. 
At 


present the region ia let out to con- 
tractors, and the coast is -patrolled, for 
trespassers. • Quantities of the precious 
substance are thrown 
or. the -beach 


after great storms; and In winter the 
amber fishers break through the ice 
and gather it by hauling up the sea 
weed into which it has become im- 
bedded-, or go out Into -deep water and 
spear up the masses of seaweed that 
carry it. 


The great entreport for the sale of 
amber is in Vienna, Where it is cut 
and carved 
i n t o , faceted beads and 


fanciful shapes. 'This is very delicate 
work, owing to the brittle nature of 
the article, and requires an unusual 
skill and artistry. 
Sometimes an. in- 
sect Is found sealed1 Into the gum, the 
chief interest of -which -Is that it is an 
extinct insect of a long vanished past. 
When 'any modern -insect is found1 in 
what purports to be amber, It is known 
not to be amber, hut 
merely gum- 
copal. Amber can be told from copal 
by the fact that the flames- of burning 
copal is steady, while that of amber 
snaps and sparkles. It is distinguished 
from its imitation in- glass by biting 
it, the glass resisting the teeth stout- 
ly, the amber seeming to yield to the 
bite. 
True amber, moreover, !s elec- 


trical; 
indeed, 
electricity takes its 


name from the old Greek name for am- 
ber, and none of its imitations has. any 
power 'Of that nature. The best am- 
ber will attract to Itself various ar- 
ticles with great .celerity; If warmed 
by rubbing, the second . quality will 
attract with much less force; and with 
even less fineness of grade, resulting 
usually from, melting and- remeltlng, 
the power 
diminishes, 
till after 
the 


fourth quality has been reached there 
!s no electrical power 'left at.aJI. 


When the best amber Is carved the 


morssls left . from 
the carving . are 


melted, molded and then recut, and the 
result Is considered of tho second qual- 
ity. This process can be repeated four 
or flve times, but each' time the grade 
is of less value Chan that of .the. time 
before.

tion was made by the head of one of 
the .five or six greatest corporations of 
this kind in America to a dozen or so 
men at the head of. great corporate 
concerns, to so manipulate supplies and 
transportations in case of the outbreak 
of war, as to bring in a clear profit of 
millions of dollars—probably as much 
as $30,000,000 in case war should be de- 
clared, even though it lasted 
but" a 


brief time. 
The .head of this corpor- 


ation controlled certain great newspa- 
pers, which were most vigorous and in- 
sistent in inciting public feeling to the 
point of declaring war. • I have a copy 
oJ the proposition of this man in 
my 


possession, which I cannot make pub- 
lic, 
as it came to me under the soal 


of confession; but I give you this fact 
as an instance of the trend of the com- 
mercial spirit, which is more and more 
obliged to resort to forcible m«a,ns in 
order to find new markets- for

wares.' " 
President Gates writes as follows:

'College Professor Versus 


Merchants,' but it is a pleasure to call 
your attention to. the fact that it is 
purely casuistic discussion.

The'voting machine question, Mr. Ed- 
tor, is really a very important one, foi 
granting: a voting machine to be per- 
fectly 
adapted 
to the purpose 
the 
method is far superior to any previous 
system and is certain to be adopted in 
the near future. Meanwhile it will be 
well for the public to watch closely (If 
they get a chance) the inside workings 
of voting machines which may be pre- 
sented for public trial. And the more 
criticism there is among the invent- 
ors of different machines the better. 
For voting machies are subject to the 
general axiom of evolution—the sur- 
vival of the fittest, . 
Remember that a voting machine is 


supposed to protect the honest voter 
from" the rascals and not the contrary. 
If there be a way to 'beat the machine 
before or at an election the scoundrelly 
politician will be sure to find it out and 
take -advantage of it.

Dr. Sunderland Reviews 


the Work of the 


Evangelist, 


The 3.ev. J. .T. Sur.derlarid preached a 


sermon in the Unitarian- Church yester- 
day on- tho subject, "Lessons Prom Mr. 
Moody." Dr. Sunderland spoke in part as 


>llo,ws: 
"Freachcrs bring Mr. Moody Into their 


pulpltB to defend doctrines which their in- 
telligence floes not allow them- to defend. 
But his defense reassures the people, 
makes the. the-oJog-k-al basis upon which 
their churches-stand se<tir- strong, a.nd so 
•hey quiet their consciences by hoping and 
believing that some good is done 


"How many of the preachers' oC Oak- 


land, who have united in bringing him 
here, -accent the doctrine of salvation by 
the blood In the moralistic and ghastly 
farm in which ho puts it? -I-low many 
would risk their reputations as thinkers 
and scholars by opposing tho higher crit- 
icism of the Bible as he opposes it, or by 
defending the stories of Jonah and Lot's 
wife as historic, as ho defends Uiei.i? 
How many could be .induced to imperil 
their standing as initeflligent men by de- 
claring, as Mr. Moody declares in the 
stoutest manner, that If the Bible can bo 
shown to contain a, single error, it is all 
worthless and must be- thrown away? 
Why do ministers, who know batter than 
to say those things, bring him Into their 
pulpits to say them? 


"This la the weak side otf Mr. Moody, as 


it is plainly the weak side of the preach- 
ers who g-ive him public indorsement and 
put him forward as their representative. 
Of course these preachers ha-ve a better 
side than-this, else ;h<:y could not keep 
their places. 


"In some respects Mr, Moody Is a very 


g'ood religious guide, whom we should nil 
do well to heed a.nd to follow. But it is in 
the things of the heart, and not in the 
things of the head. It is in the things in 
which his human sympathies speak, ami 
no«t in those In which his theology leads. 
Of one other thing In M<r, Moody's preach- 
ing I must spea,k whlDh is especially ad- 
mirable. It is this more than anything 
else -that gives him his greait influence 
and helps men of thought ajid intelligence 
to overlook his detects. I--icfer to the em- 
phasis thait he constantly places upon 
conduct, upon c-h'f^raciter, upon practical 
righteousness, upon the g-ood life. 


"But isn't it strange that with aJl his 


Insistence upon, character a,nd the good 
life, he yet declares, as ono of the central 
doctrines of his system, that these count 
nothing in the eyes of God? The worst 
inan in the world pleading a.t the doer of 
heaven the blood of Christ is instantly ad- 
mitted. The best man in the world, be 
he a Lincoln and a John Howard and a 
Chauncey ail in one-, appearing at the ce- 
lestial door not wearing tho robo of 
Christ's righti?oit3nGGS, finds the- dcor slrut 
and barred. What ethics, not to say -what 
consistency, is there in suioh a religion as 
that? Isn't :t aim'izlngr that Intelligent 
men will give aassnt -to it in this last year 
of the nineteenth century? 


"P'rlends. there is a better Christianity 
coming. There arc many signs of it. Mr. 
Moody himself is a sign.—his heart, not his 
head. His theology Is hindering it; but 
his preaching- of love and human sympa- 
thy and virtue, and all good deeds, is 
ringing it nearer. The broader acd fr.eer 
n.inds in all tho churches are looking f'or- 


to it with expectancy, and are ald- 
ns its coming with their heads as well as
